begin the chapter on "Shasta's Flanks" 
in his “‘iountaineering in the Sierra 
Nevada.” ("e have always held it against 
King that he did not tie this appropriate 
lead into his subsequent awesome des- 
cription of Shasta's gl°otiers, instead 
of letting us down with a couple of pages 
of philosophizing on the stubbornness of 
mulese) 

Perhaps it is this subtle spell of 
Shasta's--with her aloofness and fickle 
moods-as much as her weird and ever- 
changing scenic beauties, which has 
drawn so many movntaineers to her year 
after yeare Ye 

Art Blake, in his recent article in 
the Yodeler, had room for only a few of 
Shastats unusual features, but the sug- 
gestion of the circle tours under. the 
guidance of Bridge Cooke should prove an 
innovation for Californians unfemiliar 
with the Siskiyou type of glacier-cover- 
ed volcanic cones. 

Being. the only 14,000-foot peak in the 
Mmited States which stands apart (“ainier 
is really a mountain mass), it is sup- 
posed to offer the widest horizon of any 
mountain in the countrys 

To those interested in glaciers, 
Shasta offers seven (now thot iatthes 
Glacier has been officially accepted), 
each one worthy of at least a day's ex- 
ploration: lopsided Mud Creek Glacier 
with its high terminal wall of ices; 
Konwakiton, an iridescent tracery of 
glare ice hanging on a sheer buttress; 
vintoon and Matthes, a mile high and a 
mile wide; Yotlum, creased and cracked 
with seracs and crevasses; Bolan with 
its labyrinth of disinterrating morainal 
movnds and ice grottoes; and finally 
‘hitney Glacier, winding tortuous course 
between Shastina and the summit mass, 
offering great ice cliffs, ice falls, 
and tall graceful ice bridges-and a real 
challenge to the ice. and snow mountain-= 
eere To clinbers, such a, circle trip 

would offer a new and thrilling 14,000 
foot summit climb each day over a dif- 
ferent glacier or buttress; for the 
naturalists, a whole new set of flora:

_ "About three weeks ago Johnny Dassow 
and I made an interesting trip under 
winter conditions. We went up on 4 
mountain not far away and along its 
ridge until it joined the ridge of Deer 
‘Mountain, (which rises in back of 
Ketchikan), arid then back via the lat-" 
ter, Conditions were too day for-skis, 
especially on the higher peaks to the 
east. Crampons and ice’ axe worked 
beautifullye ia Sook 

"We were coming back past Blue Lake 
just at sunset. Snow banners were 
blowing vertically upward from be- 
neath the cornices due to a strong and 
unusual east wind, These banners all 
around us in the pinkish glow of the 
setting sun was a sight I shall never 
forget. Just to.make sure, I- shot 
plenty of Kodachromet 

"tT had a thriller in coming across 
the ice on the north face of Deer 
Mountain in the dark. I fell on the 
glare ice, miscalculated my speed and 
lost my ice axe by, entering it too 
rapidly, retrieved it by the wrist 
line, was ready to enter it again when 
I went out over smooth granite and 
then into space, Fortunately this was 
just a fifteen-foot preliminary to the 
thousand feet or so of cliff below, 
After a violent but pleasant contact 
with the ice again, I stopped myself 
with the ice axe in the next fifty + 
feet, The excavation of a huge bathe 
tub and the shattering of much ice 
crust. must have consumed most, of my 
kinnetic energye The darkness anc my 
awareness of the cliffs below were a 
source of great discomfort during my 
150-foot descent, especially during 
the free fall, The only casualties 
were a couple of minor scratches, a 
more difficult route home, and an overe 
developed sense. of cautions I was eS= 
pecially thankful for Raffits efforts 
in teaching me to use an ice axée . 

"We had a beautiful week-end for 
skiing the last couple of days--two | 
days without rain, and even some sun- 
shine. I got up Sunday afternoon in 
time to enjoy a couple of runs behind

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TROPICAL JUNGLE SHOULD NOT BE CONSIDERED TERRIFYING

Of all the Jungles of the world, 
those of the hills of Burma have the 
reputation of being among the heaviest 
and best nourished, The rainfall 
reaches 420 inches a year (35 feet f it 
doesn't run off{%),. 

It is thrilling to think of the 
tigers and bull elephants, the cobras 
and pythons infesting the Jungle in 
magnificent abundance, It is somewhat 
terrifying, or on the other hand, stim 
lating to realige the dangers that such 
an abundance of powerful beasts of prey 
roaming the jungles or lurking in am-= 
bush might mean to the innocent white 
Sahib from the gentle Sierra Nevada, 

The impenetrable’ jungle itself<.-with its 
strangling vines, claustrophobic folie 
age, and impossible density of under . 
brush--would be enough to make one 
shudder and choose the open spaces of 
the Gobi, Sinkiang, or Tibet in pre- 
ference, 


Even the "gentle Sierra" has its rew 


putation for terrors and dangers, But. 
nowhere is one in danger so long as he 
is equipped with the physical necese 


sities for the region, the mental traine 


ing, and common sense in abundance, In 
the jungles of Burma one needs the water 
and salt and defense against the tiniest 
"beasts" of nature, from filterable vires 
uses up to the huge amoebic creatures... - 
So one really needs atabrine or quinino; 
and should have iodine in two forms, 
powerful insecticides, and eotton clothe 
ing woven as an impenetrable armor 
against the tiny "dive bombers", 
Equipped with those light and compact 
necessities, and with food, one is able 
to face the jungle for hundreds of miles 
of travel without armament of any kind 


against creatures larger than ‘the Ano= ::- 


pheles mosquito. 

Elephants are chained more heavily 
than Georgia prisoners and are resigned- 
ly hauling teak, The Water Buffalo, 
sometimes classed as one of the most 
dangerous of all "big game", patiently 
plod in endless, timeless circles (as 
they have done for century after cen» 
tury) threshing rice or pumping water 
for the fielde, under the rule of a 
Seyear-old boys

how happy one can feel on noting the 
sudden ending of the patter of little

It has amazed me how few the insects 
are and how scarce the animal life ss in 
Burmas There were 6«inch Tarantulas in 
the centers of their 6«foot webs in the 
jungles One had to watch for them, fo- 
the “old lady's" webs are stronger thax 
nylon and have an extremely sticky ad< 
hesive which is a nuisance on the clotnes 
and has to be dissolved off ones glasses, 
I hope to get a photo of Madame Tarane 
tula and her "house", if I can find ‘a 
beam of sunlight on her, 

The Jackals sing and howl in a dew 
lightful chorus, as fine as any of the 
Coyotes of California or Nevada, Jackals 
ferocious of all 
the beasts I have seen, One hears them 
frequently but sees them rarely, They 
must have had many a sad experience with 
their Darwinian descendents, 

Williem Beebe's "Pheasant Hunters" ‘is 
accurate in its description of the Burma 
and Malay Jungles, but there is no more 
need for fear than in any region where 
ons cannot see one's way, The fog=bound 
coasts of the Arctic and Antarctic can 
be much more dangerouse The jungle it} 
self cannot by the laws of nature get 
much more dense than the Rain Forests 


' of Washington or British Columbia, No 
matter how warm it may be, sunlight is 


still required for the growth of plants. 
Thus, like the rodwood forest of Calif- 
ornia, once a maximum is reached in 
density, the floor of the forest becomes 
more open as the great canopy becomes 
heavier and cuts off the light, The 
Jungle, example of the bounteous balance 
of Nature ahd goodness of God, is there 


to serve intelligent and unafraid mens ~
